An Invention That Attracted VKde At- 


tentlou For Many Tears, bat Which Wa» 
Finally Abandoned as Beins; of No Prac- 
tical Use. 


Bab huge'a calculating machine would 


require a whole volume to do its mar- 
velous history anything like justice. In 
the ycur 1819 Babbage really commenced 
operations by taking a number of wheels 
to a wheel cutter at Lambeth to havd 
the teeth out in them. Toward the end 
of July, 1823, the inventor commenced 
upon tho difference 
engine, and 
he 


worked on it for four years regularly, 
with the result that, in October, 1837, 
be had spent £8,475. The very first dif- 
ference engine made, however, was jpnt 
together between the year 18i)0 and 
June, 18S2. 
It consisted of from six to 


eight figures. A larger and more per- 
fect machine was afterward commenced 
in 1838 for the government. The latter 
was to liuvc six orders of differences, 
each consisting of about 20 places of 
iigurcri. 
It was also intended to print 


the tables it computed.- In 18S7 Bab- 
bago's \vifo died, and he was-advised to 
travel on lhr> continent, being in a low 
slate of health. Ho loft the drawings, 
however, in order Hint the work might 
bo carried on iu his absence, and ho also 
gave his banker instructions to advance 
£1,C;;0 v/bile lie was away. 
In tho be- 


ginning of 1829 tho government direct- 
ed the Royal society to inquire into the 
machine, nud the administration also 
directed that a fireproof building should 
be constructed iu East street, Manches- 
ter square, eloso to Ba'bbago's house, 1 
Dorset street, in which it \v«s intended 
to place the machines when finished. 
One day early iu 1882, finding ho could 
no longer make payments in advance, 
Babbnge informed 
tho engineer 
in 


charge of the works that in future ho 
would not pay him until money was 
received from the treasury. Thereupon 
tho mechanician struck work and dis- 
missed his men. One of these, in receipt 
of 2 guineas a week, was aftoiwsrd tho 
famous engineer, Sir J. Whitworth. . 


BabbagS's troubles had just com- 


menced. 
His best draftsman ciime In 


him one day and said ho had just re- 
ceived n tempting uffer from tho French 
government, whereupon his tortured 
employer had to give him a substantial 
increaso of salary in order to retain his 
services. After tho strike of tho iuveiit- 
or'a men yeair, of delay and anxiety 
followed, Babli::i;o applying repeatedly 
to tho government for its decision upon 
tho subject-, but in vain. Notwithstand- 
ing that tiio difference engine was sus- 
pended, this indomitable Man still con- 
tinued his inquiries, and, hn.viflg dis- 
covered principles of fnr wider extent. 
ho ultimately embodied them in tlic 
analytical engine. 
Both machines fia 


bo seen on application at tUe SonU.- 
Keusingtau .museum. For upward of SO 
years Babbagc maintained, in his ov.'ii 
house and virtually at his own expense, 
au elaborate establishment for carrying 
out his views. He died ut his Loudcii 
house on Oct. 18, 1871, and Sir Robert 
Peel admitted to the hous-ucf commons, 
in March, ISiii, that, although £17,000 
had been fir.ent by tbo government on 
the machine, Bubbugo himself had never 
received a ^jilling. 


Aud yt't the invention WKB not wholly 


valueless. 
An eminent and wealthy 


manufacturer of Hanc-hester came to 
London and tuw this machine, and, on

machino lipread to the OJ.KIK of the earth. 
Count BtrayclccJ;i once iej<l Babbagti 
that tho Clriiiesc inquired afttr'it. 
The 


gr.iloless Cc.le.si ials were ansicus to know 
whether the machine could be carried 
in the pocket. The inventor assured 
them, however, through his excellency, 
that "it was essentially an out of pocket 
machine'." 


1'ho difference; engine was not exhib-. 


ited in 1851. ; Its loan was refused to 
New STcrk and also to the Dublin exhi- 
bition of 1847. It was, however, exhib- 
ited in tho exhibition of 1863, but space 
for its drawings was refused, and that 
the authorities had a low opinion of tbe 
thing will bo evident from the fact that 
payment of 6 shillings n day for a com- 
petent person (formerly Babbage's sec- 
retary) to explain the mechanism was 
refused by the commissioners. General 
Babbngo, tho inventor's soni assured nid 
that Wellington, when premier, went 
to Lambeth to personally inspect tho 
machine, and, having seen it at work—- 
for it is quite perfect in its way—he di- 
rected Ibo chancellor of the "exchequer 
to arrange further grants, his idea bo- 
ing that the calculating part should be 
finished first, in order that there might 
be something of real value to show to 
parliament in return for the mousy of 
the natipn. General Cabbage' further 
assures mo that when tho-machiae was 
abandoned it could, in his opinion, have 
been entirely completed for £000

LINCOLN'S WARNING. 


Bstract From 
HiB last 
Message t 


Congress. 


During the war President Lincol 


had opportunity to watch the move 
meats of a certain class of men whic 
wars hidden from the eyes of the peo 
pie. So grave were the encroachments 
of the allied English and American 
money powers and so bold their de- 
mand for class legislation that Lincoln 
foreseeing the consequences that would 
result from their success used these 
words in his last message to Congress: 


"Monarchy itself is sometimes hinted 


at as a possible refuge from the power 
of the people. In my present posi'.ion 
I could scarcely be justified were I to 
omit raising a warning voice against 
this approach of returning despotism. 
Let them lose the power which they al- 
ready possess, and which if surrendered 
will surely be used to close the door of 
advancement against such as they, and 
to fix new disabilities and burdens 
upon them till all of liberty shall be 
lost."—(Appendix Cong.' Globe, 37th 
Cong., 2 session, page 4. 


As an indication of his frame of mind 


at that time I would quote an extract 
from e, letter written by Lincoln in 1864 
to Elkins, of Illinois. The letter is 
published in 
many of the earlier 


biographies, and reads in part as fol- 
lows: 


•' Yes, we may all congratulate our- 


selves that this cruel war is nearly 
over. It has cost u vast amount of 
treasure and blood. It has indeed 
been a trying hour for the Republic, 
but I see in the near future a crisis 
approaching that unnerves mo and 
causes me to tremble for the safety of 
the country, 
" As a result of the war, corporations 


have been enthroned and an era of cor. 
ruption in high places will follow, and 
the money power will seek to prolong 
its reign by working upon the prejudices 
of the people until all wealth is agre- 
gated in a few hands and the Republic 
is destroyed. 1 feel at this moment 
more anxiety for the safety of tte 
country than ever before, even in the 
midst of war."—Oakland Times,

Upon the Value of Honey. 


To THE NEVADA STATE JOTJBNAL:—Be- 
erriag to the statement often made by 
tie promoters of the single gold stand- 
rd of money, that the restoration of 
he free coinage of silver aa it was es- 
,ablished at the foundation of the mint 
n 1792 and continued unlimited until 
873, would result in the withdrawal of 
gold money from the money of the 
Jntted States, it is only accessary to 
recall the fact that the money value 
of all property is relegated to the 


olume of standard money. 
When on February 121 1873, silver 


was demonetized, that law reduoad the 
volume of standard money. A corre- 
jporiding fall must follow the relega- 
;ion of the money value of all property 
;o a smaller volume of standard money. 
Every person who had property and 
understood the relation of money to 
other property, sold and converted 
property into money, as the money 
value of property was certain to fall. 


So the money value of property has 


fallen until to-day the general range of 
prices of property is 50 per cent less 
than on February 12,1873, the date of 
the demonetization of silver. Bepeal 
that law, restore the unlimited coinage 
of silver and exactly the reverse will 
take place. As the volume of standard 
money increases the money value of 
all property will increase. 


The general range of prices of all 


property will advance and any person 
who understands the relation of money 
to other property and has money, will 
convert that money into property to 
gain

vance 
in 
the 
money value of 


property and all money will be actively 
used. Oa an increasing volume of 
standard mousy there will be a like in- 
crease in the value of all property and 
money will not bo idle.
